DRESSED BEEF LEGISLATION. 


The New York Assembly Defeats the Nixon 
a Bill. 


ALBANY, N. T., May 15.—The_ so-called 
dressed-beef bill came up in the Assembly 
this morning for final action. Mr. Saxton 
attacked it as contrary to the provisions of the 
United States Constitution.

CHITECTS WILL BID ON IT. 


They Object to the Clause Which Cuts Them 
Out From Superintending the Work and 
They Say the Buildiag Cannot Be Put Up 
forthe Money the City Proposes to Ex- 
pend, 


The City Hall Commission has had no meet- 
ing for some time, but Mayor Noonan re- 
quested City Counselor Bell to call one, 
and within a few days there will prob- 
ably be an exceedingly interesting meeting. 
The principal question before it will be how to 
get out ot the difficulties in which the com- 
mission is now involved, and the question is 
aserious one. On account ofthe conditions 
imposed there will probably be but 
few designs submitted when the time 
for handing them in has expired. 
In fact it would not be astonishing if there 
was not one worth considering. There are 
several things in the way of bidding which 
the architects are not inclined to ignore. The 
result will probably be that the whole general 
plan will be thrown overboard and the commis- 
sion will bave to start afresh. One objection 


that is made to the specifications is that the 
architect submitting them is to receive 24% per 
cent of the cost of the building if they are ac- 
cepted, but not the superintendency. Archi- 
tects do not like to give plans and let otners 
do the supervising. Their rule is to draw the 
plans, erect the building and charge 5 per 
cent of the cost. Other objections are more 
serious, 
MR. HENRY G. ISAACS 

was seen this morning and asked what truth 
there was in the report that the leading archi- 
tects would not bid on the work be- 
cause the building could not be put 
up for the amount of money which 
the city proposed to expend upon it. 
There is truth in that, he replied, and 
the easiest way to explain it is to show you 
figures. St. uis wants a first-class 
bullding, of course, and the estimates made 
must be made for a first-class building. 
The specifications call for 180,000 square feet 
of space. Now, 
should be as follows: Basement, 12 feet; first, 
second, third and fourth jfioors, 20 feet, 
making A total of 92 — say 
feet. Divide 180,000 square feet 
by four—the number of floors—and it gives 

,000, the number of square feet to each 
floor, on an average. Muitiply that by the 90 
feet, the height. and you have 4,050,000 feet, the 
cubic contents. Now let us see what the cost of 
buildings elsewhere is, per cubic foot. In 
Chicago, for example, the Rialto cost 26.6 
cents; the Home insurance Co. building, 45 
cents; the Rookery, . 6 cents; the Phoenix., 
4 * ra- house. 29.5 cents. Now, 
t „650,000 feet ata first-class 
basis, 45 cents, and you will find the cost of 
the new City Hall, according to the estimates 
on the specifications, to be $1,822,500, or near- 
ly twice the amount the — proposes to pay 
forit. Itis simply impossible to put up the 
building for $1,000,000. 

AN EXPERT WANTED. 

Then there is notbing definite about how 
the plans submitted are to be judged; that is, 
nothing satisfactory. In a competition the 
Commission should bind themselves to ap- 
point an expert architect of established repu- 
tation, and should be named 
in the The Com- 
mission themselves 
to abide by his decision and award the first 
premium, planning and superintending of 
the building to the author of the design he se- 
lects as the best, at the compensation of 5 per 
centon the cost. The architects of reputation 
will probably compete. Otherwise the re- 
sult will be a botch.’”’ 

MAYOR NOONAN 

was found in his office, and when the subject 
was mentioned he seemed to be perfectly 
familiar with it.

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Though a Thing Without Value, It Is Often 
Needed, 


From Good Housekeeping. 

Antiquarians differ as to the history of pins. 
We are told that they are of modern invention 
—somé writers asserting that they were in- 
vented and brought into use about the begin- 
ning of the sixteenth century. Others tell us 
that Anne of Bohemia, first Queen of Richard 
II. (1867-1894), introduced them into En- 
gland. But metal pins were used in 


dressing the hair of Greek and 
Roman ladies, and ivory pins have been 
found in some of the ancient British barrows. 
But thougb the precise date of their introduc- 
tion into England is uncertain, there is no 
doubt that they were a luxury and for along 
time comparatively rare. Garments were 
fastened in many and varions ways, ‘‘with 
strings, laces with points, and skewers of 
wood and of metal. Among savage nations 
and in times of peculiar destitution among 
civilized peoples, thorns have taken the 
place usually filled by pins. Virgil describing 
the wretched Greek captive, Achemenides, 
mentions his clothing fastened with thorns 
(consertum tequmen spinis). 

Literature has not disdained to .mention 
pins, as Shakspeare’s pages testify. The 
princely Hamlet, fearless of danger, says: 


do not set my life at a pin’s fee. 


The afflicted Queen of England, proposing to 
her companions to listen to the conversation 
of the gardeners, says: 

**My wretchedness unto a row a 
They'll talk of state.’’—Richard 

A great Shakspearean critic considers this 
passage of value as ‘‘showing that pins were 
put up in the same way 300 years ago as now. 

Though smali they are by no means unim- 
portant. Dear me! what signifies a pin?’’ 
were the haughty words of the heroineof a 
poem of Jane Taylor’s, dearto a generation 
now past. But she soon saw the value of the 
slighted object, when, atthe hour appointed 
for the pleasure party, 

The carriage rattled to the door, 
° Then rattled fast away; 
But poor Eliza was hot in, 
For want of just a singlefpin! 

The story is told of a poor young man 
seeking business, that, having applied for a 
situation and been refused, he was walking 
away, sad and well-nigh disheartened, when 
he stopped to pick up a pin living on the 
ground. The wealthy merchant into whose 
service he has just failed to obtain admis- 
sion was os from the window and saw 
him. He bad bimself risen from pore by 
his own exertions; he was struck by this in- 
cident, and, accustomed to judgeof charac- 
ter by trifles, he believed the young man 
would prove honest and careful. He ordered 
him to be called back, gave him employment, 
and a pin laid the foundation of wealth and 
success. 

These trifies have done better work. Many 
years ago a certain Polish nobleman was im- 
prisoned for having, it was said, spoken in- 
sualting words — — the Russian Gov- 
ernment. History bas told us of many a cap- 
tive whose prison hours have been cheered 
by the converse of friends and the enjoyment 
of favorite studies; but for him was no alle- 
yiation. No companion relieved his lioneli- 
ness, and had he been allowed any means of 
employment, the darkness of his dungeon 
would have prevented his making use of 
them. But he discovered in his cloth- 
ing four pins, which supplied that 
great want, ‘‘sometbing to do- Dropping 
them on the floor of his dungeon he would 
search, groping in the darkness, until he 
found them. To do this was his sole occupa- 
tion, and it was his belief that only the em- 
ployment thus furnished had preserved his 
reason. When, after six years’ imprison- 
ment, the news of his freedom was brought 
bim, he was on the ground hunting for one 
— which bad been for two days * 

he four pins, bent and corroded, were set in 
a brooch and worn by his wife, to whon they 
were more precious than gems. 

Superstition has notforgotten thepin. Like 
other pointed articles, it is to be lent, not 
given, and we are told in strains embodying 
equal measure of truth and poetry:

TURKISH STYLE, 


How the Sultan Is Fed and Cared For and 
Those Who Care for Him. 


From the American Analyst. 

Among the inferior domestic servants of the 
Suitan of Turkey there are ‘‘ten table mas- 
ters, who cater for the palace kitchens and 
see that the imperial tables are duly supplied 
with food and properly served. Next come 
ten maitres d’hotel, who superintend the or- 
dering of the menus and the cooking of the 
meats. The cooks and turnspits, who re- 
ceive their commands, number 300, while 


the services ot 200 walters are re- 
quired in the different dining-rooms 
of the Yildiz Kiosk. Besides the inmates 
of the palace many persons living in its 
immediate neighborhood draw by prescriptive 
right their daily supplies of food from the Im- 
érial kitchens. It is estimated that 800 fami- 
ies, including 4,000 individuals, live in this 
way atthe Sultan's expense. Abdul Hamid 
employs in his palaces 100 porters, of whom 
twenty-five attached to 
Yildiz Kiosk twenty-five 
men are afoot during the 
Ten servants are charged with the sole 
of carrying and unfolding the Sultan’s carpet 
when he goes to prayer. Ten others, called 
tutundjise, have the care of his Majesty's 
pipes and tobacco. Ten cafedjis give all 
their time tothe roasting, grinding and mak- 
ing of His Majesty's coffee. The due order of 
the Imperial wardrobe is assured by the con- 
stant attention of twenty properly qualified 
employes. Thirteen others keep an eye on the 
Imperial valise. Five armorers are responsi- 
ble for the perfect condition of the Sultan's 
arms. Eight men look after the ohandliers, 
torohes and flambeaux, and eight take care of 
the aviaries and aquariums. The master of 
the Imperial stables has under his orders 220 
coachmen and grooms, and 100 boatmen re- 
celve their instructions from the master 
rower. The expenses of such an establish- 
ment as that of the Yildiz Kiosk are neces- 
sarily enormous. The Suiltan’s civil list 
figures in the Turkish budget fora million 
sterling, but itis said the actual expenses of 
bis Majestsy’s household, harem and palaces 
reach a total of at least £2,200,000 annually.

IS HANGING PAINFUL? 


The Experience of a Man Who Was Sirung 
Up by Bushwhackers. 


Speciai Correspondence of the Post-DISPATCH. 
SPRINGFIELD, Mo., May 14.—That the job of 
hanging at Ozark was ‘‘bungling’’ there is no 
doubt, but that the suffering was great, ex- 
cept in the case of the man who fell and re- 
vived, is far from certain. In 1864 John Burns, 
whom I have known long and well, lived in 
Newton County, this State, on Indian Creek, 
about ten miles south of Newtonia. Mr. 


Burns was a quiet man, trying to conduct 
himself without offense to either side in the 
war of the rebellion, so that he could remain 
at home. But some persons thought Mr. 
Burns had money, and a squad of robbers, 
in those days called ‘‘bushwhackers,’’ 
called upon bim to investigate his re- 
sources. Mr. B. said he had no money. 
The bushwhackers then tried the persuasive 
powers of arope. They tooka line likea 
ciothes-line, made a running noose, slipped 
itover Mr. B.’s head, put the other end of the 
line over the ceiling joistsof the room they 
were in, and swung Mr. B. clear of the floor. 
He is about six feet, large-boned, weighing 
180 to 200 pounds. Three times they pulled him 
up, roughiy, letting the body slump to the 
floor. Mr. B. says that each time as his feet 
leit the floor and the weight of his body 
came upon the cord he became instantly 
insensible, and continued so until he re- 
vived after falling. He felt no pain at any 
stage while suspended. I have more than 
once questioned him particularly about this. 
He does not know how Jong they kept him up 
nor whether he was motionlsss or in contor- 
tions while up. He did not fall on the noose— 
was simply pulled up. It was just strangula- 
tion, with a partial stoppage of circulation of 
blood to the brain. No serious results fol- 
owed, only a soreness of the neck.

Zhe Smoke Problem Solved. 
From the Chicago Tribune. 

Saturday a Tribune reporter made a round 
trip of twenty-two miles on one of the eubur 
ban engines of the Wisconsin Central which 
had been provided with a new smoke-burner, 
the invention of u Chicagoan. The trial was a 
satisfactory one. The prinoiple of the device 
is sound. It is the introduction over the fre- 
box of a jet of superheated steam, which 
should have a temperature of over 600 degrees. 
The oxygen in this steam seeks its natural af- 


finity in the carbon of the coal and causes it to 


burn at an intense white heat, so that it 
passes away as carbonic acid and not 
as carbonic oxide. The hydrogen liberated 
from the oxygen of the water combines with 
whatever loose oxygen of the air it can find, 
and also burns at a white heat. There 
ceases to be any smoke, for the carbon is all 
consumed. Where one of these suburban 
engines used to burn from four to five 
tons of coal a day, it now consumes from two 
and a half to three, and gives better work 
with the smaller than it did with the larger 
quantity. When it is proven that there is 
this great saving other roads will follow the 
example of the Wisconsin Central. They 
cannot -afford to neglect such a manifest 
economy.

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NO ONE CAN EXPLAIN WHY THE REAL 
ESTATE MAN WENT AWAY. 


His Debis Are Supposed to Have Been the 

Daune, But Only a Few Creditors Can Be 
Found, and He Owed Them Only Small 
Amounts—The Strange Story of His Dis- 
appearance. 


Nothing has yet been heard from William H. 
Heath, the missing real estate agent, whose 
Gisappearance was exclusively announced in 
yesterday’s POSsST-DIsPATOH. His office furni- 
ture and books were taken possession of yes- 
terday afternoon by Brolaski & Voorhis, who 
held a mortgage on them. It is generally sup- 
posed that his debts were too much for him 
and that he left the city to avoid his creditors, 
but if he has left many creditors behind him 
they are keeping quiet. From all that can be 
learned Heath’s trouble was not that his pres - 
ent debts were large, but that he had 
given up hope of succeeding in business and 
had left to avoid possible future complications. 
This, however, suggests that there may have 
been some other cause, it is unlikely that 
Heath should have run awayand disappeared 
so completely if he had nothing hanging over 
him but a few small debts and unpleasant pos- 
sibilities. The mortgage on his household 
furniture was dated August, 1888, and the one 
on bis office furniture January, 1887. The lat- 
ter was for $150 only, yet it had stood unpaid 
for more than two years. The Chamberlain 
Park property, it is understood, cost Heath 
scarcely anything. It was built by a building 
association that erects houses and takes for 
security a deed of trust on the property and 
a promise to pay a stipulated sum every 
month, and at the same time insures the life 
ofthe member for whom the house is built. 
The loss which Heath sustained in that ven- 
ture is therefore small, and it is probably cov- 
ered by a few hundred dollars. These three 
items and one month’s rent—$l00—are all the 
debts that have been heard of so far. 

The circumstances of Heath’s leaving indi- 
cate that he arrived rather suddenly at his 
determination to go away. When de left 
in the morning he bade his wife good-bye as 
usual, and there was nothing in his manner to 
indicate that he contemplated anything un- 
usual. He took no clothing except what he 
wore, not even an extra pocket handkerchief. 
He was at his office as usual on Saturday 
morning, and about noon he left it in a hurry, 
telling Mr. Fietcher McDonald, his clerk, that 
he was going on an excursion to Piasa Bluffs. 
He left the office, and since then no one bas 
seen or heard of him. 

JUDGE GABRIEL 8. VAN WAGONER 
whose step-daughter is Mrs. Heath, was 
found in his office in the Roe Building and 
asked if he had heard wheat had become of 
Heath. His eyes filled with tears and his 
voice trembled as he said: ‘‘No; I donot 
know where he has gone. God knows what 
has happened. Will left home Saturday 
morning. I boarded with him at his house, 
8087 Washington avenue, and told his wife 
good-bye as usual. He did not come home to 
supper that night and we were all surprised, 
for he had not missed coming home fora 
long, long time. &8till we thought that 
perhaps he had gone out with some business 
men and we didn’t think much of it. After 
supper I went down to the drug store and I 
returned about 9 o’clock. I went to my 
rooms, but never stopped to think whether 
Win had come in or not. It never occurred 
to me to ask. Next morning Gussie, his 
wife, came to my room and told me 
he had not been home all night. 
I was surprised and afraid. Nelson 
Young, whose wife is a relative 
of his wife is recorder of Alpha Oouncil 
Legion of Honor. He is Deputy Collector of 
Customs, but had his desk where he attended 
to his secret society work in Will's office. I 
went over to hishouse on Thomas street on 
Sunday morning and told Nelson that Will had 
not been home.

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Preparations Now Under Way for the Great 
Continental Fair to Be Held in 1892. 


Arrangements for the Three Americas’ Ex- 
position which will be held inthe City of 
Washington in 1892 are progressing most fav- 
orably. The movement has now been in pro- 
gress for three years, and the Governors of 
forty States and Territories, the Mayors of 
sixty leading cities, 160 presidents and secre- 
taries of boards of trade throughout the 


United States and the officers of most of the 
State and territorial granges have by formal 
and earnest letters accepted membership in 
the National Board of Promotion and pledged 
their most active co-operation. In addition 
to this the Foreign Affairs Committee of the 
House of Representatives has by a unanl- 
mous vote favorably reported the Three 
Americas’ Exposition bill. 

The Three Americas’ Exposition is to com- 
memorate the 400 years of American history, 
progress and gtory. It will be the frst ex- 
clusively continental falr ever held, and will 
undoubtedly be one of the grandest affairs 
of the kind the world has ever seen. The bill 
reported favorably to Congress by the For- 
eign Affairs Committee provides for the ap- 

ointment of a governmental board of nine 

irectors to formulate a plan for the Exposi- 
tion, and an advisory ard of sixty-two 
members to be appointed by each of the Gov- 
ernors of the forty-two States and Territories 
and one by the executive of each of the six- 
teen independent American nations. It fur- 
ther provides . 

That space for said permanent exposition of 
the three Americas be assigned, under direc- 
tion of the President, in some unoccupied 
Governmental reservation in the city of Wash- 
ington, as follows: 

pace for a permanent State and Territorial 
building for a permanent exhibit of the rep- 
resentative history, resources, arts and in- 
dustries of the forty-six States and Territories 
of the United States, said space to be available 
whenever said States and Territories, or a 
majority thereof, shall make the 
necessary appropriations for the ex- 
ponses of said building and éxhibit. 
pace for a permanent three Americas build- 
ing fora permanent exhibit of the history, 
antiquities, resources, arts and industries of 
the fifteen Spanish-American Republics, the 
Empire of Brazil, the Dominion of Canada, 
and the various colonies of North, Central and 
South America, said space to be available 
whenever said nations and colonies or a ma- 
jority thereof shall make ithe necessary 
appropriations for the expenses of said build- 
ing and exhibit. A suitable site for a statue of 
Christopher Columbus, said site to be avail- 
able whenever the necessary funds are pro- 
vided for the expenses of said statute. The 
sum of $25,000 is allowed for the expenses of 
the advisory board. In a circular sent out 
the following plea is made for the Exposi- 
on: 


‘*Eleven years ago one of the consuls of the 
United States in Europe, in a report to the 
Department of State, estimated the number of 
Americans who visited Europe during the 
single year ending July 1, 1878, to be 29,244. 
After expressing the belief that this was a fair 
average of previous years, he gave the rea- 
sons in detail and closed as follows: 

‘*Itis, therefore, thought not to be an un- 
reasonable estimate to fix the daily average 
expenditures ofeach person, inc\uding cost 
of living, education, cage expenses, and 
the purchase of expensive trifies, which may 
be properly enumerated expenses, at >. 
Assuming that the current American first- 
class travel ‘over the sea’ to Europe is 
correctly given as 29,244,;perannum, and 
that the 1 period of absence is two 
years, the numberof American visitors con- 
stantly but temporarily abroad would be 
58,488, and their daily expenditures, $292,440, 
or, per annum, $106,740,600, drawn from the 
United States in gold.“ 

In view of these facts and the further fact 
that the exodus will be unusualig large this 
year, on account of the Paris Exposition, it is 
safe to say the amount of money which will be 
spent in Europe during 1889 by Americans 
will be nearly ,000,000. Now, suppose that 
all this is reversed, that our own

The grand 
prize the Exposition National Board of Pro- 
motion is working for can then be appreciated.

This state of aftairs 
should also be reversed and five-sixths of 
their imports supplied by the United States.

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A BILL PASSED IN JEFFERSON CITY WHICH 
INTERESTS ST. LOUIS. 


Hew the Measure Will Affect the City Money 
—Gov. Francisto Decide the Fate of the 
Bul—Mr. Comfoert’s Ordinance—Henry 
Woods Appointed Clerk—Municipal Mat- 
ters 


Mayor Noonan received aletter this morn- 
ing from a friend of bis, now in Jefferson City, 
inclosing a copy of a bill just passed by the 
Legisiature and at present on the Governor’s 
desk for signature or veto. 

The bill relates to the depositing of the 
funds of the larger cities and the bonds to be 
given for security on such deposits. The 
bond of the bank receiving the deposit is 
fixed at $500,000, and the bill then provides 
thatin no instance shall the deposit in any 
bank exceed the amount of the bond. 
This bill applies very particularly to the 
City of St. Louis, as the funds of the city on 
deposit average along in the neighborhood of 
a million or a million and a half. On occa- 
sions it has been known to go as high as three 
millions. 

There is now on deposit in the Laclede Bank 
of this city over a million dollars guarded by 
a $500,000 bond. The intention of the bill is to 
throw a safeguard around the city’s money 
and protect it from all possible dis- 
aster, although at present there is none 
threatening. The Mayor said = this 
morning that he thought the measure a very 
good one and that he would not write to Gov, 
Francis requesting him to veto it as the Gov- 
ernor desired him to do, but would, on the 
contrary, if he sent any word at all advise 
him to sign it immediately. 

——— Stephenson would not commit 
himself positively either to an approval or 
disapproval of the measure, but ald: The 
plan can be worked very simply by putting 
deposits of $500,000 each in as many banks 
as are neccessary to look after 

money, leaving the 22 in 
those paying the highest rate of interest 
for the largest time, and running the fluctu- 
ating account with the bank paying the 
lowest. When the funds are all drawn from 
the first go on tw the next, paying the next 
lowest rate, and so on down to the last it 
necessary. As a measure of safety it is a very 
good one, and would work very well, 
although there is little danger under the 
presentsystem. It a bank boldinga city de- 
posit should fail it would tie up the money for 
a time and cause some inconvenience, but no 
loss to speak of.’’ 

What the Governor will do with the bill Is 
stilla question. Ifhe should sign it it would 
go into effect immediately, asthe emergency 
clause is inserted in it. Then it would devolve 
upon the Mayor, the Comptroiler aud the 
Treasurer to make themselves up into a com- 
mittee of three and divide the city out In por- 
tions of $500,000 or less each, and give them to 
banks making the lowest bids. 


Conflicting Bills. 


Councilman Comfort introduced a bill into 
the Council last night, the whys and where- 
fores of which no one about the City Hall 
seems to understand. The bill is one provid- 


ing foraeupervisor of city lightingand de- 
fining the duties and salary of the same. The 
supervisor shall be paid $3,000, have one book- 
keeper at $1,200a year and two inspectors at 
$1 a month each. The appointment 
of the Supervisor shall 0 
Dy the Mayor and by 
the Council. This bill of Mr. Comfort’s does 
not pull in unison at all with a bill introduced 
on April 27 by the Board of Public Improve- 
ments and now in the hands of the Committee 
on Public Improvements. The bill provided 
for a Supervisor of City Lighting. The Super- 
visor in this bill is to be paid $2,500 a year, 
have a clerk and a bookkeeper at $1,200 a year 
each, and five inspectors at $120 a month each; 
the appointment of the Supervisor to be made 
by the Board of Public Improvements and ap- 
proved by the Mayor. 

The bill introduced last night makes a decided 
change, as it puts the appointive au- 
thority in the hands of the Mayor instead of 
the board and makes some marked changes 
in the salaries. Mayor Noonan saidthat he 
was not over desirous of making the appoint- 
ment andof directing thecity lighting and 
had not been consulted in any way on the last 
bill introduced.

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WILL HOLD THE PICNICS. 


SOUTH SIDE CITIZENS MUCH DISGUSTED 
WITH THE SCHOOL BOARD RULING. 


They Think the Annual Outing a Necessity 
and Patrons of the Carroll and Pesta- 
lozzi Schools Are Preparing to Defy the 
Directors—School Directors Kaiser and 
Leuis Grund Discuss the Change. 


The action of the School Board last night in 
refusing positively and finally to grant a holi- 
day for picnics has aroused a great deal of 
feeling and opposition, especially in the 
southern part of the city, where it is more 
than probable that anumber of the schools 
will bold the picnics they have ar- 
ranged for in spite of the Board’s 
decision. At the meeting last night a strong 
but unsuccessful fight was made by the Ger- 
mans more particularly, for the continuance 
ot the custom. The Personal Liberty League 
presented a very forcible petition requesting 
that the custom be not abandoned. This pe- 
tition covered several pages of foolscap 
paper, The preface was to the effect 
that the league was composed of 10,000 
citizens residing in all parts of the city. 
The petition then went ontosay tnat the 
members of the League considered the annual 
school picnic a most desirable recreation and 
also a means of making school attendance at- 
tractive, sweetening by promise of a day’s 
joy the pill of learning which had to be taken 
every day in the year. It was, so tospeak, 
a pleasing draught after a bitter dose. 
The League, however, went further than this, 
and said todo away with the custom would 
be a blow to the public school system gener- 
ally. Children who attended the public 
schools would begin to envy the more fortu- 
nate ones who were sent to private or paro- 
chial schools. These latter would be quick to 
take advantage of the board’s mistake and 
give their picnics on a larger and grander 
scale than ever. The League saw in this 
great danger to the public schools. The argu- 


ment made by the Teachers’ Committee that 
the expense to the boardof giving a holiday 
was too great was not a good one. The League 
thonght there was no expense to the board.

CUST SOLD FOR $80,150. 


Daniel Catlin, the Purchaser, Bought It for 
a Personal Investment—A Good Offer to 


Improve the Site Being Considered— 


Other Auction and Office Real Estate 
Sales. 


The vacant lot at the southwess corner of 
Fourth and Locust streets was sold at special 
commissioner’s sale to-day for $80,150 to Dan- 
jel Catlin. The anticipation of the sale of this 
prominent corner, and the judicious and lib- 
eral manner in which it was advertised by the 
Commissioner, Theophile Papin, of the 
firm of Papin & Tontrup, was the 
means of attracting a great many 
capitalists at the east front door of the Court- 
house, where the auctioneer, Daniel MoCanu, 
eried the bids. 

Among vrominent parties at the sale were. 
Simeon Ray, Daniel M. Houser, Daniel CatlinP 
Charles H. Peck, Porter White, Wm. and 
John Lee, Charles C. Maffitt, Charles H. 
Bailey, W. H. Louderman, P. J. Cunningham. 
August Gehner, A. B. Gregory, John C. Luhl- 
man, Edward Martin, the Kaime Bros. W. 5. 
Pope and David Rankin, Jr. 

Theophile Papin announced the terms of 
sale. Hespoke also of the property fronting 
574% on Fourth by a depth of 127% feet to an 
alley, also of its advantages for business pur- 
poses. 

In this connection it may be stated that the 
corner was once considered to be one of the 
best in the retail quarter, the old 
building that was originally constructed 
there having been torn away, by order 


of the city, to oe it from tumbling down 
to the injury of some one. Prior to that and 
since then attempts have been made to dis- 
pose of the site, but the several heirs inter- 
ested in it not bein ne able —1 agree as to the 
value of the ground no sale of it could be 
made, except by special commissioner, and 
under those circumstances Mr. Papin says he 
was compelled, very reluctantly, to reject an 
offer of $100,000 made for the 1 
within the past four months. It sold 
however, for nearly ,000 less, the 
price paid being equivalent to $1,393.04 per 
foot. Among real estate experts the opinion 
most generally expressed was that the corner 
would sell for $1,200 a foot; a calulation that 
was mainly redicated upon a purchase of 5742 
feet next ad 2 on the south, where the 
old four-story uildings are now being 

wrecked ; w tema which he bought in January 
last for $68, 

There is no doubt, though, that the corner 
would have sold for much more money than 
it did but for the temporary scare over the de- 
cline in Fourth street property, and especial- 
ly the recent evidence that several very heavy 
wholesale grocery firms in the district east of 
that have obligated themselves to occupy new 
and more commodious quarters on South Sev- 
enth, as stated in yesterday’s Post- DISPATCH. 
However, there are a great many leading 
merchants who have an abiding faith in the 
perpetuity of the east end, and Fourth street 
in particular, as itis on the hill, eighty feet 
wide, and the terminus of most of the street- 
car lines ifthe city. When bids were called 
for the first response was $50,000. In less 
than a twinkie $70,000 was reached.

$50 more,and the property was knocked down 
to him for $80,150. Mr. Bailey says he bought 
the corner for Daniel Catlin and that Mr. Wiil- 
son was bidding for the same rty. 

Mr. Bailey says that since having purchased 
the property Mr. Catlin has been approached 
by a reliable business man who has made an 
offer to rent the premises fora term of years 
providing a suitable building is erected upon 
it and that the proposition is being considered.

terest to the eloquent patriot-priest’s glowing 
address of thanks. 

The Post-DrsraTou Parnell Defense Fund 
was inaugurated, when with Charles Stewart 
Parnell as the apparent defendant, the English 
government and a powerful and bitterly prej- 
udiced press began a prosecution designed to 
crush the Irish cause by the ruin of its cham- 
pion. So serious were the charges, so power- 
ful the prosecution, so helpless the defense, 
that the more favored subjects of free govern- 
ments looked on, doubtful of the outcome. 

Confident that justice and right would tri- 
umph and that the Goddess of Liberty would 
protect her champion, the Post-DIsPaToH 
appealed to the liberty lovers of all nations to 
lend their aid in the defense. 

The appeal was not in vain. By subscrip- 
tions of 2 cents more than twenty 
thousand people gave evidence of their sym- 
pathy and material ald to the home rule 
leader. The developments of the trial have 
justified the fondest hopes of these sympa- 
thizers. 

The conspiracy has been exposed and the 
sentiment ofthe civilized world now dares a 
prejudiced English commission to distort the 
deserved vindication of the Irish leader. 

The expenses of this trial have been exceed- 
ingly heavy. To help defray these and to give 
proof of the sympathy of the citizens of the 
United States the Post-Dispatcu fund was 
inaugurated. Last night that fund of $5,280 
was delivered to the gentleman designated by 
Charles Stewart Parnell) to receive it. 

At 8 o’clock last evening Rev. Charles 
O’Hellly, D. D., of Detroit was escorted by a 
committee of prominent oitizens to Music Hall 


to formally receive the fund. An énthusiastic 
audience awaited his arrival. On the stage 
were Dr. Thomas O’Reilly and Messrs. R. C.

the representative of the wre and they call 
on him to serve them as if he had been elected 
to office, and they hold him to strict account. 

For instance, a couple of years ago 
when we had a Democratic President 
of the United States and this 
being then, as now, a Democratic city in a 
Democratic State, the people wished to show 
him honor by inviting himtoourcity. We 
had to get up a rude kind of invitation to the 
President to come to St. Louis. You may re- 
member the President did come. N 

You may also remember that a couple of 
— ago. when we were all 2— from 

he blinding dust in St. Louis, the people said 
it was the duty of the editor to abate that. He 
had to bring public feeling to bear on the au- 
thorities, and the result was highly satis- 
factory to the constituency of the editor. 

Another illustration of the duties of an ed- 
itor was given in this hall last Christmas. 
Probably some of you were here and saw the 
beautiful spectacle presented—saw the thou- 
sands of children of the poor enjoying the en- 
tertainment and gifts provided for them. 

You know that in New York, when the great 
statue of Liberty was given to the city, it was 
allowed to lie there until one of the great 
newspapers of New York called on the peo- 
ple for subscriptions. In a few months the 
statue of Liberty was holding her lamp aloft 
in New York harbor. 

A similar occasion arose, as Mayor Noonan 
has told you, when the most cruei and unjust 
persecution was waged againstaman who 
stands as the champion of right and the cause 
ofthe Irish people. He was persecuted by all 
the influence of money; persecuted with all 
the powerof the press. The government of 
England gave its assistance in a manner which 

ou all know to be unfair and de 

ad to stand up without any assistance to de- 
fend himself. At such atime a call was made 
on methatI should ask my constituents in 
the City of St. Louis, my subscribers, the 
friends ofthe paper, to come forward and 
give some expression of their sympathy and 
material contribution to the defense—one of 
the most pleasant duties Ihave ever under- 
taken and one of the easiest. It required no 
exertion. From the rich and the poor, homes 
and workshops, the money came pour- 
ing in, not one contribution amounting to 
more than 25 cents, and the total representing 
more than twenty thousand subscribers. It is 
not in itselfa great sum. It may not do much 
towards carrying on the defense of Parnell 
but it bas set an example to other cities, it 
has encouraged and strengthened the cause 
of Liberty and Justice everywhere, and its in- 
fluence will not end with the transfer of the 
money to-night to the Treasurer of the 
League. 
It was my expectation to have sent this re- 
sult of your liberality directly to Mr. Parnell, 
but Iwas told that he preferred to receive 
all eontributions through one channel 
and I rejoice at that all the more 
because it gave us the opportunity of bringing 
to St. Louis your Treasurer, Rev. Dr. Charles 
O'Reilly. As he enjoys the confidence and 
support of the friends of Ireland all over the 
United States, and as he has during his 
treasurership handled §1,200,000 in contribu- 
tions, the money given to him is placed in 
good hands. In giving it to him I have only 
one request to make on dehaltf ot the sub- 
ecribers, and that is that he will ask the great 
patriot-leader to send us a few words of 
acknowledgment. 

We are separated from him by 5,000 miles of 
land and ocean, but the cause in which we en- 
gaged isthe same. When he speaks we listen 
tohim. When he speaks we all want to hear 
from bim. 

In handing over to him this contribution of 
the people we doit with a wish that it may 
help the cause; that it may bring forward the 
day when Liberty will plant her sacred feet 
on the green hills of Ireland and when Justice 
and Peace will bring happiness to her brave 
and generous people. 

As be concluded his remarks Mr. Dillon 
turned to Rev. Dr. O'Reilly and amid con- 
tinued applause presented to him the Post- 
DISPATCH Parnell Derense Fund.

THE EMANCIPATION OF THE PRESS: 

It were unworthy of this occasion, gentle- 
men, to let it pass without a tribute to the gal- 
lant men who have periled their lives, and 
pined tn prisons, stood in the stocks, and 
oaned at the pillory to free the press. 
herever human rights. have struggled 
for recognition, within the last century and 
more, wherever human wrongs igi out 


to heaven, the issue has fallen f y, but 
fallen first, on the ‘‘knighbts of the qulll.“ 
Oftener than any other class of men have 
they been called upon to choose between 
their own personal interests and the eternal 
principles of truth. In this relation I need 
not recall the signal service rendered to the 
sacred cause of emancipation bya tireless 
press, during, and long previous to what is 
now known pleasantly as our late unpleas- 
ant ness. 

It were superfiuous to remind the grandsons 
of revolutionary soldiers ofthe heroic part 
taken in that glorious war by the plucky 
pioneer prese of America.

be American people. As here, so has it been, 
so must it be elsewhere. 


a FREE SOIL AND A FREE PEOPLE 
to-day presuppose a free press. The boon of 
freedom cannot be bought without its contri- 
bution. It is a long day since Julius Cesar 
recognized that no administration could 
stand that was at war with the intelligence of 
its country. The intelligence of the 
modern nation gains expression only 
through the press, and hence, where the 

r s free the eee eye of the country is 

n meled; where the press is suborned or 
politically censored the intelligence is, toa 
7 degree, debauched and stunted. 

need scarcely instance as a case in point 
the present phase of the Irish struggle for in- 
dependence. The Irish press maintained its 
freedom by revolutionary action. I would 
be over-willing to accept the voice of the free 
press of Ireland to-day in arbitration of the 
painful differences of 700 years of British mis- 
rule in that devoted land. The most hopeful 
sign for a successful issue to that struggle is 
that it is carried, not by the commercial 
wealth nor hereditary titles, but by the un- 
fettered intelligence of the country. That 
struggle has in it ali that enlightens, elevates 
and ennobies humanity. It has the historyjof 
an heroic past. The annals of thirty genera- 
tions of Irishmen who have filed out upon the 
hillside and faced theo — in the ranks 
of death are around it. s methodical meas- 
ures of Theobald Butler, the impassioned elo- 
quence of Flood, of Grattan, and O'Connell 
are leagued behind it; still the warm breath 
of patriotism which inspired the Irish nation 
with a new purpose and a new hope, and 
which with its afiatus has given a quicker 
fidelity to every national movement in the 
last half century, was derived directly, not 
from Butler, Grattan or O’Connell so much as 
from the men who assumed the task of

the true title they possessed to their native 
land in the recorded deedsof their ancestral 
heroes, civic, military and forensic. The 
weekly, daily dinning in their ears of their 
national rights and titles made the Irishmen 
of this generation what ~ are—intensely 
national. Her litterateurs have revolution- 
ized Ireland. The first inspiration of literary 
warfare for der inalienable rights, Ireland 
may be said to have ceught from the fire 
which, by order of the English Parliament, 
was setto consume the book of Molyneux at 
the endof the seventeenth century. It was 
an act characteristic of the hereditary intel- 
ligence of that eminent body—as if principles 
could be consumed as easily as parch- 
ments. From the fute that befel Molyneux’s 
Oase of Ireland, we can conceive what 
would have befallen the periodical that would 
have dared to publish itinthatday. It wasa 
moderate philosophic formulation of Ireland’s 
constitutional claim to an independent exist- 
ence. It was fired by order of Parliament, 
but it fred in return, and proved a repeater. 
It never occurred to the sapient judges and 
executioners of the work that they were kin- 
dling other fires than those they held—that 
not only a new war. butaseries of new wars 
awaited them. They blew the ashes of the 
burnt pamphlet in each other’s eyee, whilst 
the Irish looked on with indifference and con- 
fusion followed. 

MOLYNEUX’S ‘‘CASE’’ 
inextricably confused Irish litics in the 
legislative cranium of Great Britain. Directly 
the ‘‘ fierce indignation’’ of Dean Swift was 
projected into that confusion and pointed in 
the same direction. Every one is familiar 
with the publieation of his pamphlets, and the 
ineffectual prosecutions they gave rise to. He 
exhorted the Irish to use their own manufact- 
ures, and the Government prosecuted him for 
the pamphlet. His ‘‘Drapier’s Letters“ de- 
feated Parliament’s intent to deluge Ireland 
with a worthless as an alien copper currency, 
and the publishers were prosecuted, but pro- 
secutions did not deter him om 

resenting his View of the State of 

eland,’’ nor his Story of an Injured Lady,

DETERMINED TO START A NEWSPAPER 

as the exponent ofa new school of politics; 
and few parents of that generation had as 
much part in the formation of the characters 
of their own children as did the young men 
who founded the Nation, who wrote for 
the Nation, and, in the words of the his- 
torian of ‘‘Our Own Times,’’ ‘‘made a na- 
tion.

He is unrivaled in his devotion to 
the past, and forsakes its precincts with the 
greatest reluctance, Century succeeded cen- 
tury and the Irishman to so much as 
dream of a freedom unbought by the sword. 
His sentiment was rudely shocked—it should 
have been buried—when, after the continuous 
campaigne of a thousand years, the 
last proud remnant of the old Catholic arm 
of Ireland filed out of Limerick gates. t 
was an army consecrated to the altar and the 
hearth. Its first recruits had been mustered 
in the light of the blazing churches of the land 
—sworn in upon the desecrated relics of its 
ruined shrines. It was an army fated never 
to sheath its swords, and to go out in a red 
blaze of glory amidst the continental clash of 
arms that ushered in the last century. Then 
came a period during which, despite the fre- 

vent outbursts of abortive rebellions, the 
rish were ee defended only by their 
lawyers. t is a period of which we are 
proud, and deservedly proud, although disas- 
ter attended our undertakings and defeat set- 
tled darkly uponour bravest,endeavors; for it 
is a period that vindicates us as a race from the 
imputation of willing servitude—a period 
which rescues the history of Ireland from the 
blot ef defeat, saves it from the doom of dis- 
aster and makes of it a grand record of the 
triumph of a principle. It is a riod spat- 
tered with such biood as that Wolt Tone, 
Lord Edward and 

INCOMPARABLE ROBERT EMMBTT. 

Still, as we have recently become à practical 
people, we must practically admit at in a 
material sense Ireland made nothing by her 
armed uprisings. The weight of her chains 
proved too hea for the feebleness of her 
constitution, and each new endeavor to throw 
off the yoke furnished a fresh pretext to the 
conquerer to circumscribe her liberties 
witbin still narrower limites. Con- 
sidered coolly and compared can- 
didiy with the old wars for independence, 
the insurrections of.this period bear some 
such proportion to the struggles of. the Des- 
monds in tbe South and the O' Neille in the 
North, as the Drapier letters of Dean Swift do 
to the agitatiOns of O'Connell. And then we 
tought with inferior arms and with fewer 
forces, and England, through her press, rep- 
resented us as a race of savages for the fact 
that we fought at all. Mark you, Ido not 
maintain that the rebellions were failures. In 
an oppressed country no rebellion, with blood 
and bravery in it, can ever bea fallure. But 
so far as effecting what was aimed at, defeat 
settled darkly upon our banners and our best 
blood was poured out in vain. It was blood, 
indeed, that the literary revolutionist of 
another day would gather up, and in which he 
would write words of heroism that would in- 
spire fa nation to resurrect the brand that the 
fallen buried with her buried cause. But the 
cause was buried fora time—all the same. 
Ireland was driven, reluctantly, tolean upon 
her lawyers, and her lawyers would have 
peace, peace at any price.’’ But

was at a low ebb in the country. The voices 
of great orators were still ringing in the land, 
but their logic had not been carried into ef- 
fect; the hopes they had awakened were not 
realized; their accents were growing guarded, 
if not cold. The news apers were few and 
represented no national spirit. Irish history 
was nowhere taught. English his- 
tory alone was recognized in the schools. 
The national spirit has seldom deen 
atso low an ebb, as when the Nation first 
appeared. Religious intolerance was at 
height. The ideas and usages of politics were 
about at their depth. Place begging was ram- 
ant. Tide-waiterships, postmasterships and 
easury clerkships were * publio 
morality and decimating even the ol uard 
who surrounded the Liberator. The 
promptly remedied this state of things. Week 
after week, in glowing articles, in thrilling 
ballads in its columns, the Irish people began 
to be made acquainted with the deods and 
memories of Irish heroes; and the inspiration 
was at once imparted to Irishmen of the pres- 
ent to be worthy of those of the past. The Gov- 
ernment was not slow to sight the danger,and 
as the agitation grew it became more threat- 
ening. O'Connell evidently thought that 
PEEL WOULD NOT DARE 
to put-down the organization for Repeal; but 
the young mer who wrote for the Nation and 
the young men who read the Nation were in 
nowise blind to the signs of the times. The 
courage requisite to conduct an enterprise 
like theirs, gave earnest of a courage that 
would not wince at the frown of war. 


The position the paper nad won in the. 


minds of the Irish people made its responsi- 
bility a terrible and trying one. It now stood 
forth asthe recognized authority, not only of 
Irish rights, but of Irish policy, and it was in- 
evitable that what did happen should * 
pen. Men who were not at all wanting in 
or patriotism shrunk from 
the responsibility of plunging the country 
into a war for which they were 
80 In- prepared, and these became 
conservative; others adhered to the duty of 
preparing and preached preparation. Foreign 
sympathy encouraged them. The American 
press took up the agitation, and Horace 
Greeley was one of a directory in New York 
for sending officers and arms to Ireland. In 
less than six years the Nation had effected 
a revolution, andif that revolution was un- 
successful in a sense, it was eminently suc- 
cessful in this: That it demonstrated, beyond 
peradventure, the power of a free press—gave 
a new impulse to the Irish cause—showed that 
the men who had courage to write had courage 
to fight; it gave tothe country a fresh list of 
martyrs and an entirely new tradition, and 
carried to Irishmen in every corner of the 
earth a brighter hope and a firmer conviction 
of the duty of nationality. 

It is noticeable, too, that once

bad made manifest the justice of war, scarce- 
ly one of ite writers, Conservative or Radical, 
declined the issue. When John Mitchell de- 
clared in fiery scorn before the tribunal that 
convicted him that ‘‘he could promise hun- 
dreds who woffid follow his example’’ the 
writers of the Nation cried out from all sides: 
„Promise for me, Mitchell, promise for me!“ 
and they were good to their promise. 

All honor to them—to the men who foanded, 
to the men who fellfor, andto the men who 
maintained the Nation. It is as glorious a thing 
to live fer one’s country as to die for it, if it 
so be that the survivor lose not faith nor hope 
in Fatherland. The founding of the Nation 
marks an epoch in the history of Ireland. It 
has never ceased to do service for the coun- 
try. It ie the parent stock ofthe Irish revo- 
tionary periodical. 

The United Irishman was a brand from its 
burning; the Felon reflected its flicker; the 
Tribune held a faggot from its forge, which, 
twenty years later, once more became incan- 
descent in the Irish People, and ere a decade 
ran down after its extinction an orb appeared 
in the political firmament’ of Ireland and the 
literary stars, now known as the Irish lead- 
ers, leapt into their places by his side, one by 
one, the brightest first, and once more [llu- 
mined the face of the devoted land upon 
whichthe darkness had temporarily deep- 
ened. Aye, there is a new element in Irish 
political history; one which is neither the war- 
rior nor the lawyer, but a marvelous embodi- 
ment of both—the modern knight, the pa- 
triot journalist, the litterateur-revolutionist 
is here.

WASHINGTON IRVING BISHOP. 


Some Curious Stories About the Dead Mind 
Reader—The Autopsy. 
By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPa : 

NEw YorK, May 15.—The dramatic death of 
Washington Irving Bishop was a leading topic 
of conversation yesterday among the mem- 
bers of the dramatic profession. Many of 
them knew him personally. The remarkable 
scenes at the Lambs’ Club as related in previ- 
ous dispatches were frequently rehearsed. 


Some very curious stories were told about 


Bishop. One gentleman, who had met Bisho 
in London about the time he first appeare 
there as a mind reader, said that he 
used to go about with his breast cov- 
ered with medals which he asserted had been 
given him in America. One day he appeared 
without his medals and told a pitiful tale 
about an attack by highwaymen who had 
stripped bim of his decorations and all his 
money. He asked for a loan, which was 
granted, but it was subsequently discovered 
that the medals were inthe possession of a 
awn broker. Nearly every one who hac met 

im told some new story regarding his feats, 
some of them — page | on the miraculous. 

It was said yesterday that Bishop had always 
expressed a preference for sudden death, and 
it seems tolerably clear that there was no suf- 
fering in bis last hours, because of the 
pressure of the brain caused by the fit. 

Comment was made yesterday in various 
circies on the apparent haste to make the 
post-mortem examination. These criticisms 
were based on the fact that Bishop was known 
to have passed through several long trances. 
Bat Drs. Lee, Irwin and Ferguson all say 
that the man was dead for hours before thé 
post-mortem and it is claimed that Dr. Irwin 
acted according to law and in the most proper 
way when he Instructed Dr. Ferguson to make 
the autopsy. Physicians say that under the 
circumstances there was no other course to 
pursue, and us Dr. Irwin was wise enough 
to select a high authority on  pathol- 
ogy, the examination must settle all 
disputes. It should be said that physicians 
have the legal right to make such examina- 
tions where there exists any doubt as to the 
precise cause of death. The autopsy showed 
that all the organs were in a normal condition 
and there were no signs of organic disease. 
The brain was examined, but was not re- 
moved. It is now felt that age the 
brain to its cavity was a mistake, for, although 
it might show the cause of death, there is no 
question that atcareful and scientific exam 
nation of the organ would have greatly bene- 
fitted medical jurisprudence. It is understood, 
however, that minute portions of all the or- 
gans were taken by the skillful operator, and 
he will submit them to a microscopical exami- 
nation. 

Mr. Bishop’s widow and mother arrived 
from Philadelphia yesterday morning in com- 
pany with Mr. Thomas. They are registered 
atthe Hoffman House. The elder lady, Mrs. 
Ellen Fletcher Bishop, is of a highty sensitive 
and emotional nature—characteristics which 
her son so largely inherited. Her grief ts in- 
tense, and both the widow and mother are ut- 
terly prostrated by their affliction. As yet 
Mr. Ritchie, who was to have been Bishop's 
manager, has been unable to ascertain their 
precise wishes regarding the funeral arrange- 
ments, consequently nothing has n done. 
The body of Bishop lies in the ice-boxin the 
andertaker’s rooms. The latter said yester- 
day afternon that be understood the final dis- 

osition of the remains would not take place 
or several days. No one has visit the 
place since the physicians made their post 
mortem, and the dead man seems to have 
been entirely forgotten by those who knew 
and loved him in life. The supposition is that 
the body will be taken to Philadelphia for 
interment, but that is not certainly known.

EFFECT OF INSPECTION LAWS. 

There was therefore great interest felt in 
the conference of legislative delegations held 
in St. Louis, and as soon as the Minnesota 
delegation returned a bill on the line of the 
Kansas plan was introduced and passed. It 
bas now been in operation long enough for an 
intelligent Judgment to be formed as to_how it 
will operate, and the universal teatimony of 
all classes is that it works only for good. Dur- 
ing the first week or ten days beef 
went up considerably at the butcher 


shops, from 2 to 6 cents a pound, and the op- 
ponents of the inspection law were jubilant, 
as they had predicted that the effect would be 
to raise the price to the consumer. But within 
a fortnight business began to adjust itself to 
the new conditions, and to-day beef selis 
Within halt a cent a pound of the prices prev- 
alent before the law went into effect, and it is 
not believed that eventhis small difference 
will be permanent. This fact is of interest 
when it is taken into consideration that 
Minnesota isthe first State to make a practi- 
cal test of the law which has been recom- 
mended to half a dozen legisiatures, and 
which will come up in States not represented 
in the Conference Committee. At the start, 
when the greatest effect would natually mani- 
fest itself, the most disastrous result has been 
a rise of about ½ centa pound. In the larger 
cities this estimate is somewhat too low, as 
the farmers have not yet learned how to send 
their beef to market, but this will soon cor- 
rect itself, and in the smaller towns where 
the dressed beef men formerly had full swing, 
the price in many instances is as low as it was 
before. 
GENERAL BENEFIT TO TRADE. 
This is the only disadvantage that the peo- 
ple suffer under in consequence of the 
Genes of the inspection law, Mr.

advantages are patent in every branch of 
industry.

The consequence has been 
that scrub steers brought as much per pound 
as the best stali-fed cattle, and the breeders 
were lucky if they could elose the season 
without loss. Under the present laws the 
profits that went to the dressed beef men will 
be divided between the butchers and the 
farmers, and kept inside of the State lines. 
GREAT ADVANTAGES TO THE LAND.
